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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/3/2007 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
there seems to be three species in this application. The species are independent or distinct 
because species I describes a susceptor body of two different thermal conducivities, species two 
describes a susceptor configured such that a centermost portion of the substrate does not contact 
the susceptor, and the third species describes a susceptor body comprising a ring. Figs. 3,5,6-9, 

1 1-14, 16,17 21, 23, and 25 all illustrate different embodiments or species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no generic.
